Farm ers in need of su pplies 
are getting long term federal 
loans. 
The ty pe of su pplies on 
which loans are being granted 
v aries, 
bu t 
inclu des 
liv estock , 
farm im plem ents, feed and seed. 
The loan lim it and an estim ate 
of w hat each farm er needs is de­ 
term ined principally by cou nty 
agricu ltu ral 
agents. 
F arm er’s 
ability to repay is a m ajor con­ 
sideration. 
R esettlem ent adm inistra t i o n 
officials said the Indiana farm er 
is to be rehabilitated u nder close 
j 
su perv ision of both the gov ern­ 
m ent and the cou nty agents, to 
insu re m ax im u m efficiency in 
im prov em ents, and the greatest 1 
possible retu rn. 
R esettlem ent officials said the I 
program had been so su ccessfu l I 
tha t sev eral millions of dollars ; 
in loans hav e been repaid be- ! 
cau se those aided were able to 1 
m ak e their land more efficient.

W ashington, Nov . 15 (ZP) — The 
w riting of gov ernm ent check s 
has become a gigantic task as 
the billions pou r ou t in the relief 
and recov ery program s. 
Thou sands of federal employ es 
are doing nothing else bu t issu ­ 
ing check s to the arm y of peo­ 
ple wholly or partially dependent 
on the gov ernm ent. Su ch check s, 
inclu ding farm benefit pay m ents, 
total alm ost 4,000,000 a m onth. 
The figu re does not inclu de the 
stipends of abou t a m illion gov ­ 
ernm ent em ploy es who are paid 
cash. 
The treasu ry div ision of dis­ 
bu rsem ents, u nder Gu y F. Allen, 
chief disbu rsing officer, has 3,- 
6 00 people here and a t regional 
offices, some of them work ing in 


j nig ht shifts, getting ou t check s. 
Thou gh 
the 
work s 
progress 
driv e is still far from its goal, 
2,314 employ es are engaged in 
preparing the check s for its re­ 
lief work ers, and the nu m ber is 
ex pected soon to climb to 3,000.

W ashington, Nov . 15 (IP)—Amid 
protests ov er ex pected tariff re­ 
du ctions, the long negotiations 
for a C anadian-A m erican reci­ 
procal trade treaty mov ed to a 
clim ax today . 
Prem ier W. L. M acKenzie K ing 
of C anada sped here to sign the 
pact in a cerem ony 
in 
Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s ex ecu tiv e office 
in late afternoon. Secretary Hu ll 
was nom inated to sign for 
the 
U nited S tates. 
The 
trea ty 
first 
reciprocity 
agreem ent between the two na ­ 
tions in m ore tha n half a cen­ 
tu ry , is ex pected to becom e ef­ 
fectiv e by the first of the y ear. 
It is pa rt of the New D eal’s pro­ 
gram aim ed a t increasing inte r­ 
national trad e throu gh m u tu al 
lowering of barriers. 
The prov isions of the pact will

15 (A5) — Prim e 
M inister Stanley Baldwin gained 
a 3-to-l decision today on his 
dem and for a m andate on re­ 
arm am ent and reconstru ction. 
Late retu rns from y esterday ’s 
election 
showed

gov ernm ent com m anding a clear 
m ajority of the 6 15 seats in the 
nex t hou se of com mons, w ith the 
lik elihood 
th a t its 
final lead 
wou ld be a t least 200. 
The Labor party m ore tha n 
dou bled its streng th and ou sted 
the form er head of the N ational 
gov ernm ent, Ram say M acDonald, 
together w ith his son, Malcolm, 
the colonial secretary . 
Observ ers interpreted the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s v ictory as ov erw helm ­ 
ing, becau se the m ajority of the 
u ncou nted v otes were in ru ral 
districts 
w here 
conserv ativ e 
forces were strong. 
' Labor increased its holdings 
not only in the nu m ber of hou se 
of com m ons seats, bu t also by 
the election of its party leaders 
sw ept ou t of office in the con­ 
serv ativ e landslide 
fou r y ears 
ago. 
Prim e M inister Baldwin was 
re-elected 
w ithou t 
opposition. 
Among the early w inners was 
Foreign S ecretary Sir Sam u el 
Hoare, who has led the em pire 
in its efforts to chok e off the 
Italo-E thiopian war. 
C. R. Atlee, Labor chieftain 
since George Lansbu ry stepped 
down, was retu rned, as was Sir 
Stafford Cripps, strong Laborite. 
The Liberal opposition leader, 
Sir H erbert Sam u el, was d efeat­ 
ed by a flood of conserv ativ e 
v otes. 
The ou tcom e of the cam paign 
waged by J. R am say M acDonald, 
form er prim e m inister, was in 
dou bt. M acDonald left his hom e 
d istrict before the cou nt was 
tabu lated and trav eled to Lon­ 
don to w atch the national re ­ 
su lts. 
“I ’m in a pessim istic mood to­ 
day ,” he said on his arriv al. “I 
feel I ’m ou t a t Seaham (his dis­ 
tric t in tile coal m ining cou n­ 
try ).

the greatest transportation sys­ 
tem in Indiana. In all, he point­ 
ed put, the vast system of educa­ 
tion should interest everyone. 
The speaker declared that the 
first school originated in the 
home, when parents in the olden 
days assumed the responsibility 
of 
training 
and 
instructing 
children in making a living. The 
keynote, from the beginning of 
time, he mentioned, was for 
parents to stress character and 
build citizenship. That one ob­ 
jective today is being followed in 
the schools, he stated. 
The earliest of training was 
contained in the fables, Mr. Mc­ 
Murray pointed out, as he re­ 
viewed the sayings of well known 
fables, all of which taught some 
angle of being a good citizen. 
Today, the schools are looked 
upon as the leaders in developing 
good 
citizens, 
and 
people 
frequently overlook the great op­ 
position which faces the school 
in the task before them. The 
speaker deplored the bad litera­ 
ture, and other bad influences 
over which the schools have no 
control. 
Influences, over which schools 
have no control, are the asso­ 
ciations in bad company, the 
speaker pointed out. In closing 
he made a plea for renewed 
faith in the fundamentals of 
education and for co-operation 
between citizens, parents and 
school officials.

TRADE TREATY WITH 
CANADA MOVES TODAY 
TOWARD THE SIGNING

was the most important achieve- 
men 
in 
the 
administration’s 
trade drive. 
The threat came from a Flori­ 


da agricultural group dissatisfied 
with tariff cuts granted Cuba in 
a similar treaty. Other American 
interests, as well as some in Can­ 
ada, objected to concessions they 
excepted to be made at the ex­ 
pense of domestic goods. Repre­ 
sentatives of American cattle and 
lumber interests were among the 
objectors. 
Secretary Hull and his 
col­ 
leagues took the stand that the 
benefits of a broad increase in 
trade would outweigh any dis­ 
advantages to particular groups. 
Under the 1934 reciprocal trade 
act, President Roosevelt can low­ 
er tariffs as much as 50 per cent 
in exchange for concessions by 
other nations. 
Tariff cuts are not the only 
concessions possible. 
American 
business men long have 
com­ 
plained against Canada’s “anti­ 
dumping” system of customs 
valuation. Under this arrange­ 
ment, duties may be raised at 
will on some American goods if 
their price is less than the “fair 
market" value of Canadian arti­ 
cles of similar kind. 
The Canadian pact is the sev­ 
enth such agreement to be nego­ 
tiated by the United Stat es. Yes­ 
terday the Brazilian senate rati­ 
fied 
the 
Brazilian-American 
agreement. Treaties with Cuba, 
Haiti, Belgium and Sweden al­ 
ready are in operation. One with 
Colombia has been signed but 
not ratified.

A secu rities act, if 
not intelligently administered, may so frighten 
inv estment that it retards recov ery . A program 
of recov ery by stau te, howev er noble its aims, 
may so restrict produ ction and so discou rage en­ 
terprise that recov ery is halted. 
“The lesson here is clear. Regu lation and con­ 
trol by gov ernment is necessary and desirable in 
a nu mber of areas of economic activ ity . Bu t it 
shou ld be u ndertaken by gov ernment only when 
it is demonstrably clear that the economic sy s­ 
tem will not au tomatically prov ide a proper con­ 
trol and prev ent abu ses. And regu lation and re­ 
form shou ld nev er be ex perimental or hasty or 
political or based on minority pressu re.” 
Mr. Gay is widely considered to be a liberal- 
minded, rational and au thoritativ e commentator 
on financial and economic issu es — and he knows 
whereof he speaks. It is an old and tru e say ing 
that the road to Hades is pav ed with good in­ 
tentions — a fact that applies to gov ernments as 
well as to indiv idu als.

Like the im porters it created, 
the act had a storm y existence. 
The food requirem ent never was 
followed. 
A fter 
m any 
dealers 
started selling beer in d rau g h t 
form the governor, the excise de­ 
p artm en t an d the attorney-gen­ 
eral interpreted the act as al­ 
lowing beer to be sold from the 
keg. 


A fter the repeal of the eigh­ 
teen th am endm ent the act also 
was 
interpreted 
as 
allowing 
whisky to be sold a t once w ithout 
prescription, b u t only in bottle 
form. 
Again violation 
started 
and, finally, during the last few 
m onths before the new law was 
enacted, practically every 
re­ 
tailer in th e state sold whisky by 
the drink. 


W hen th e 1933 law was passed 
beer taverns sprung up th ro u g h ­ 
out the state. Roadside beer plac­ 
es were favorite spots, p articu ­ 
larly w hen located near large cit­ 
ies. 


The 1935 law banned sales o u t­ 
side of cities an d towns. The ru ­ 
ral n ig h t clubs w hich had come 
into existence w ith the retu rn of 
legal beer disappeared again on 
last June 30. 
W hereas Fry was all powerful 
in the adm inistration of the 1933 
law, the new act divides th e au ­ 
thority in a com m ission of five 
men. I t also created a separate 
police force to enforce the liquor 
law and 
th e 
com m ission 
has 
broad powers in the revoking of 
licenses. 
The liquor 
business, in 
less 
th a n three years, has become one 
of the chief revenues to th e state. 
In the fiscal year w hich ended 
last June 30, the revenue from li­ 
cense fees and taxes am ounted 
to $4,293,618, or 6.6 cents of ev­ 
ery dollar taken in by th e state.
